YORK-TOWN, Va., Oct. 19, 1881.—The 


town with the biggest reputation iu the 
United States, and one of the smallest 
in population, is Yorktown. Before the 
revolutionary war it had ,-all the •com- 
merce of Virginia, aad at one time was 
the greatest tobacco port in this country; 
In 1731 it had something like a thousand 
inhabitants and nearly oiie' hundred 
buildings. The census of ,.1S80 shows

There are several of ;Jthe 


buildings now standing which were built 
prior, to the revolution. Among them I'B 
ihe noted- -Nelson ; house, a two-story 
brick', in which Comwallis had his head- 
quarters. It is much blackened by the 
pelting storms and hot suns ot more than 
a hundred years, but it has by no means 
gone into decay. Governor Thomas Nel- 
son built it just before the revolution be- 
gan,

There is only oae street, and that is ex- 
remely narrow, with sand and dust near- 
y a foot deep. The town is situated 
upon a level plateau, twelve miles, from 
tho Chesapeake boy, and about 150 milea 
from Washington.

ing been 'poverty-stricken many years 
ago, and to-day not' worth a shilling an 
acre, and will probably never bo touched 
wi.th the 
plow.

However this may be, it was a nc- 
ble and gracious act in honor of a noble 
Queen, and was the crowning glory of 
the Yorkto wn centennial.

Kotzebuo, a ;v fomou& 
dramatic writer, author, among a num- 
ber of other plays, of " The Stranger" 
and "Pizarro," lived a life full of strange 
vicissitudes, and expired in the following 
tragic manner: The Emperor of Bussia 
was extremely anxious to influence or 
forestall opinion in Germany. For. this 
purpose Kotzebue was employed. He 
established a. jeurnal, iii • whiclj he( op- 
posed all progress and the liberty of 
the press. " AT paper inteifded' only for 
the eye of -the Emperor Alexander; in 
which Kotzebne described one of''his 
opponents hi journalism' >as •" the ' most 
detestable' instrument of hell," at length,
